(diano’es  in  tlie  ronnty  flealtli  Sm'viees  whiidi  I'csnlted  from 
the  com  in  O’  into  operation  of  tlu'  Xational  Health  Service 
Act,  The  re])orts  now  snhmitted  diail  with  a yi'ai'  whi(di 
lias  lieen  laro'ely  one  of  readjustment,  followino'  n])on  tlie 
new  arrano’emeiits  which  eommen(*ed  on  dth  July,  n)4(S.  As 
part  of  the  readjustment,  thi'  jiridiminary  stao'es  have  been 
entered  into  for  the  administration  of  the  ])ersonal  health 
services  of  tlie  (hinnty  on  a divisional  basis.  For  this  ])nrpose 
the  Comity  has  been  divided  into  four  divisions,  namely, 
the  Rnekrose  Division  eonpirisinp'  the  ]\[nniei]ial  Horono’h  of 
Bridlino’ton,  the  Fidian  Distidids  of  Didfhehl  and  Filey,  and 
the  Rural  Districts  of  Hridlino’ton  and  Dritlield;  the  Holder- 
ness  Division  eomprisino'  the  ]\rnniei])al  Horonpdis  of  Beverley 
and  Hedon,  the  Frban  Districts  of  Hornsea  and  Withernsea, 
and  the  Rni’al  Distrii'ts  of  Beverley  and  Holderness;  the 
Howdenshire  Division  eonpirisiny  th(‘  T’^rhan  District  of 
Xorton  and  the  Rural  Distriids  of  Derwent,  Howden,  Norton 
and  PoidKlino’ton : and  the  Halteni]iT'iet^  Division,  which 
consists  of  the  Frban  Distriid  of  Haltem])rie(\  The  ultimate 
aim  is  that  there  will  he  for  t'aeh  of  these  Div  isions  a 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  who  is  also  the  i\fedieal  Otheer  of 
Health  for  eaidi  of  the  eonstitntent  C^ninty  Disti'iets  included 
in  the  Division.  As  a Divisional  Medical  Otheer  on  the  stalf 
of  the  County  (h^uneil,  he  will  have  the  duty  of  administer- 
ing the  personal  health  and  sidioid  mediiuil  services  for  which 
the  County  Chmiudl  is  res]U)nsihle,  and  as  a Medical  Otheer  of 
Health,  lie  will  administer  the  environmental  health  services 
of  the  District  rViuneils  and  it  is  ho]ied  by  these  means  to 
foro'e  a very  (dose  and  ])ersona]  link  between  these  services. 
This  scheme  will  take  some  time  to  develo])  to  its  eonpiletion, 
hut  at  the  end  of  H)4t),  it  was  ali'eady  partially  o]ierative  in 
the  Ifiiekrose,  Holderness  and  Howdenshire  Divisions,  where 
Divisional  Medical  Otheers  had  lieen  ap])ointed  who  were 
also  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  to  some  of  the  constituent 
County  Districts, 
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Tile  vital  statisti(*s  foT  tlu'  yiau'  under  review  are 
generally  satisfaetor^'.  T’Ik'  luidli  rate,  as  was  exjuuded,  lias 
talleu.  rt  was  Id.l  ]uu‘  1,000  of  tlie  ])o])ulati()ii  as  eoiupared 
witli  a rat('  of  10.7  in  104(S,  and  it  is  noted  that  the  fall  has 
been  almost  entiiady  diu'  to  a I'edmdion  in  the  nunihei-  of 
bij’ths  in  the  Tidian  Distidids  of  the  (hniiity.  The  eftecd  of 
this  dT‘o])  in  tlu'  numbtu'  of  births  has  btnm  ])artially  offset 
by  a ])leasin”‘  furtluu-  fall  in  tlii'  stillbiith  I'ate,  whiidi  has 
fallen  to  'Jl.O  ])(M'  1,000  hirlhs  as  (*oni])ared  with  a rate 

of  ‘dd.d  in  104(S  and  by  a fui'thtn'  fall  in  tlu'  infant  mortality 
rate,  whiidi  has  d]'o|)]i(Ml  0)  the  lowest  tiyure  so  fai*  recorded 
for  tilt'  ("onntv — 40  ja'i-  1,000  live  bii'ths.  The  il le^dtimate 
birth  ]“ate  has  falb'ii  to  a I'att'  (‘omjiai'abh'  with  that  which 
existed  in  ]U‘e-war  days.  Tht'  yeiiei'al  death  I'ate  has  shown 
a 7‘ise  from  10.7  in  104S  lo  14.4  ])('r  1,000  of  the  ))0]nilatioii 
for  1040,  but  tht'  ratt'  for  1 04S  a])])eaT's  fti  have  been  an 
abnormally  low  out'  and  the  pi'est'iit  tiyure  corresjmnds  very 
closely  ft)  the  avt'rayt'  ftir  tht'  last  thiidy  years.  However, 
as  each  year  yoes  by,  it  is  found  that  an  increasino-  proportion 
of  the  tleaths  occur  in  ])eo])le  wht)  liave  reached  old  aps-e, 
anti  tlurin^'  lOtO.  0S%  of  the  ileatlm  occurred  in  people  wlio 
were  Oo  vears  t)f  aue  or  t)blei‘. 


44ie  inci'easiny  pro^ioiaion  ol  ttbl  pet)]de  in  the  ])0]uilation 
is  ctuistantly  ci'eatiny  iit'W  problems  which  will  not  be 
eiitii'cly  stdved  by  the  ])rovision  t)l  Hostels  by  the  County 
(V)uncil  07'  suitablt*  houses  by  Distidt't  ('ount‘i1s.  The  main 
p7‘oble7n  is  that  of  dt'alino'  with  I he  a^'t'il  sick,  and  a 7‘eference 
to  the  st'ctitm  of  this  7'e])ort  dt'alino'  with  the  l)o7uestic  Hel]) 
Se7‘vice  will  show  h.ow  la7'0‘('  a prt)po7‘tion  of  the  time  of  the 
available  Hel])s  is  alhx-atetl  ft)  rhis  o']‘077]7  ttf  ]mtients.  Tlie 
fdostels,  whethf'7’  t'xistiny  t)7‘  ])7’t)]7t)st'tl,  will  not  ]7rovide 

facilities  fo7'  those  7it't*tliny  constant  medical  atid  77ursino- 
care.  Thest'  ctuiie  into  the  catt'y‘t)7'y  of  the  ('h7‘07nc  sick,  for 
who77i  the7‘e  is  a o'ene7’al  sho74ayt'  of  hospital  l)ed  acco7n7noda- 
ti(77i,  a7id  thus  only  the  nio7'e  s('7'iotisly  ill  cases  te7id  to  find 
beds  7i77der  tlie  aeo'is  of  the  lie^'io7ial  Hos]iital  Ifinnal.  Many 
aged  sick  thus  fall  betwee7i  two  stools  they  are,  by 
I'eason  of  7ieedi7ig'  co7ista7it  medical  or  nu7'si7ig  attention, 
unsuitable  for  ad7uissio7i  to  ()ld  Peo]7le's  Hostels,  and  at  the 
same  time  can  07ily  with  difficulty  find  accommodation  in 
hospitals.  The  old  Public  Assistance  tnstituTio7is,  for  all 
their  actual  and  imagined  faults,  did  provide  a service  wdiich 
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caterer!  for  tins  lar^e  iiiterioerliate  oTOup  of  tlie  a.GS'ed  cliroiiic 
sick  and  there  is  at  present  notluno’  to  fill  the  ^'a])  tliat  lias 
been  created  by  their  abolition. 

Special  reference  is  made  ia  the  body  of  this  report  to 
the  rapid  expansion  of  the  ambnlancc  sei'vice  siiu'c  this 
became  a free  service  ]')rovided  by  the  (lounty  (kmncil  nnder 
the  National  Health  Service  Act.  This  ex])ansion  has  been 
largely  dne  to  the  demand  for  transport  for  ]mtients  to  and 
from  the  various  hospital  out-patient  departments  at  which 
they  are  attending  for  consultation  or  treatment.  For  a 
rural  area  such  as  the  East  Hiding,  where  most  of  tlu'  large 
hospitals  are  situated  at  the  periphery  of  Ihe  area  to  be 
served,  it  can  readily  be  seen  what  a problem  is  raised 
by  this  development,  and  ii  is  sincerely  to  be  hoped  that  the 
health  of  the  community  will  benefit  in  ]U'oportion  from  the 
time  and  money  exjiended  in  providing  these  transport 
facilities. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  members  of  the  County  Council 
and  especially  the  members  of  the  Health  and  Education 
Committees  for  their  continued  support  which  they  have 
extended  to  the  Health  and  School  Medii’al  Department. 
(Jnce  again,  also,  I want  to  place  on  record  my  a])preciation 
of  the  manner  in  which  all  members  of  the  stall  of  the 
Department  have  carried  out  their  duties  during  the  year. 
Mv  tlianks  are  also  extended  to  Dr.  A,  Thomson  for  the 
report  on  the  School  Medical  Service,  and  to  Mr.  Partridge, 
the  County  AVelfare  Officer,  for  his  help  in  preparing  the 
section  of  the  report  dealing  with  the  AVelfare  Services.

Ante-natal  Cake. 

As  eiivisa<J'ed  in  my  re])ori  last  year,  ilmre  lias  been  a 
steady  tall  in  the  attendan(*es  at  ante-natal  elinies  in  most 
areas  ot  tlu'  (hmnty  and  atiendam'es  tell  so  low  at  (^dtino-ham, 
Hrouo'h,  Filey,  Noi’ton  and  Fockl in^a on  that  the  elinies  were 
diseontinned  by  the  middle  ot  the  yeai',  arrano'ements  being' 
made,  whei'e  necessary,  toi*  ante-natal  advice  to  be  given  at 
the  ajijiropi'iate  Intani  \A"eltare  t^entres.  The  general  reduc- 
tion in  the  use  ot  this  type  ot  ante-naial  service  is  very  much 
to  be  regretted. 


Ante-natal  clinics  continue  to  be  held  at  }3everlev, 
Drittield,  Hessle  and  Whthernsea,  and  in  addition  the 
Maternity  Hospitals  at  Heverley,  Bridlington  and  Driffield 
hold  regular  clinics  tor  women  who  expect  to  be  admitted  to 
these  hospitals  tor  their  confinements.

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Post-natal  Care. 

Post-natal  clinics  are  held  at  the  IVestwood,  East  Riding- 
General  and  “ The  Avenue  ” Hospitals  tor  patients  who  have 
been  confined  in  these  institutions.  Towards  the  end  of  the 
year,  a post-natal  clinic  was  comnienced  in  Hessle.  Eaci  lities 
for  post-natal  examinations  were  made  available  at  the 
CounciEs  ante-natal  and  infant  welfare  clinics. 

During-  the  year,  379  patients  attended  post-natal  clinics 
in  the  three  tiospitals  and  26  were  examined  at  the  Council’s 
clinics. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

There  were  eight  maternal  deaths  in  the  County  during 
the  year,  oJie  of  Avhicli  was  ascribed  to  puerperal  sepsis  and 
seven  to  other  j)uerj)eral  causes.  The  maternal  mortality  rate 
was  2.4  ])er  1, ()()()  live  births,  whilst  that  for  England  and 
Wales  was  .98.

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Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  Hostels. 

The  Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  Hostel  at  The  Avenue  ” 
Hospital,  Pridlinp’ton,  wliieh  provides  accommodation  for 
eight  women  and  eight  infants,  continned  to  be  fully  occupied 
during  the  year. 

The  Hostel  nt  Highfields, ’ ' Xorton,  with  accommoda- 
tion for  21  ])atients  aiid  administered  by  the  County  Council 
oil  behalf  of  the  i\finistry  of  Health,  was  continued  for  use 
by  ex])ectant  and  nursing  mothers  from  various  camps  for 
Euro])ean  Volunteer  AVorkers.  The  County  Council  had 
arrangements  whereby  beds  could  be  allocated  to  East  Riding 
residents  when  not  required  for  the  cases  for  which  the 
Alinistry  accepts  responsibility.

Infant  AA^elfabe  Centres. 

The  popularity  of  Infant  AA^elfare  Centres  continued  and 
total  attendances  have  increased  by  over  3,000  on  the  previous 
year’s  figures.  One  thousand  six  hundred  and  thirteen 
children  under  one  year  of  age  attended  the  centres  during 
the  year,  representing  40%  of  the  registered  live  births.  It 
is  pleasing  to  note  an  increase  of  over  300  in  the  number  of 
children  between  the  ages  of  one  and  five  years  who  were 
attending  the  centres.  The  ])olicy  of  providing  transport 
from  outlying  small  villages  to  the  nearest  \A^elfare  Centres 
has  been  further  extended  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  these 
facilities  existed  in  relation  to  the  centres  at  Alarket  AA^eigh- 
ton,  Patrington,  Skirlaugh,  Stamford  Hridge  and  Riccall. 

At  the  end  of  the  .\ear,  bl  Infant  AVelfare  Centres  were 
operating,  new  ones  having  been  ojiened  at  Burton  Pidsea, 
Hedon,  North  Newbald,  Skirlaugh  and  Riccall.  During  the 
year,  the  centre  at  WTiwiie  was  discontinued.  The  centre  at 
Escri(*k  was  discontinued  owing  to  the  opening  of  the  new 
centre  in  Riccall. 
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Particulars  of  tlie  work  carried  out  during*  the  year  at 
tile  Centres  in  the  County  are  given  in  the  following  table:  —

Several  cases  w'ere  prepared 
for  dentures,  but  none  were  supjdied  before  the  end  of  the 
year.  The  acceptance  rate  is  indicative  of  the  reluctance 
on  the  part  of  the  expectant  mothers  to  lake  advantage  of 
the  facilities  offered. 

The  (dinies  in  this  area  have 
been  the  most  successful  in  the  CTunty.  Clinics  have  been 
field  fortnightly  at  Beverley  and  Hessle  and  at  monthly 
intervals  at  Cottingham  and  Bi'ough,  until  the  latter  two 
clinics  were  discontinued  during  April  and  dune  respectively.

In  addition,  domiciliary  nurses  acting  on  relief  duties 
carried  out  2d  ante-natal  and  128  lying'-in  visits. 
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Steps  continued  to  be  taken  to  extend  tlie  provision  of 
doiniciliary  gas  and  air  analgesia  and  to  train  those  nurses 
not  lioldiiio'  file  necessary  certiticate.  At  tlie  end  of  the  year, 
50  County  doiniciliary  iiiidwives  and  two  mid  wives  in  private 
practice  were  snitablv  qualified.  During  the  year,  000 
domiciliary  cases  were  given  gas  and  air  at  their  confine- 
ments, as  compared  with  480  cases  in  1048.

VACCINATION  AGAINST  SMALLPOX. 

The  arrangements  for  the  provision  of  vaccination 
facilities  continued  on  the  lines  set  out  in  my  previous  report 
and  the  table  printed  below  shows  the  number  of  vaccinations 
and  re-vaccinations  in  resj)ect  cd'  which  returns  had  been 
received  by  the  end  of  the  year.

PROTECTION  AGAINST  WHOOPING  COUGH. 

The  selitMne  niadt'  uiidei’  Section  (-(f  tlie  National 

Health  Sei'viee  Aei  pi'ovides  ihal  upon  ilu'  i‘e(inesi  of  their 
pa7“ents  oi*  gnai‘dians  eliildi'en  may  i'eeeiv(‘  ])r('»teetion  against 
\\dioo])ing  eongli,  it  being  intended  ihal  by  use  of  a mixed 
vaccine  I his  pi'oteeiion  shall  be  given  at  the  same  time  as 
Ihey  ai'e  immnnised  against  (li])ht heria . 

Dni'ing  the  yeai‘,  l,d()7  children  re'ceived  this  dual 

pi'oteetion  and  !M)  (‘hildi'cn  who  had  ]7revionsly  been 
immunised  against  di])hthe]‘ia  wei-e  given  se])ai’ate  anti- 
whooping (‘ongli  iiijeetions.  In  (117  of  these  eases,  the 
immunisation  was  earimnl  ont  by  genei‘al  practitioners  at 
their  siirgei'ies  or  in  tin'  ])atients'  homes. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

The  Ambnlanee  Stn-viee  eontinned  to  be  organised  on  the 
basis  as  detaib'd  in  my  i‘(‘])oi‘t  foi-  lb4S.  This,  briefly,  was 

that  the  County  Conneil  maintained  ambulances  stationed  at 

Meverley,  Bridlington,  Driffield,  Ht'ssle,  Pocklington  and 
AVithernsea,  and  sitting  (*ase  cars  at  Bevei'ley,  B]‘idlington, 
Dritfield,  Iha-ldington , \\  eaverthor]^'  and  Withernsea,  and 
had  agency  arrangements  with  tlu'  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade  for  the  use  of  ambulances  at  Bi’ough,  Cottingham, 
Filey  and  Hornsea,  and  with  the  Ifritish  Red  Cross  Society 
for  ambulances  stationed  at  Market  AA'eighton  and  Howden, 
and  with  the  A'oluntary  Car  Pool.  In  addition,  agency 


orraiio^einent,'^  existed  witli  the  (\)iiiity  l^orouo'hs  of  Hull  and 
York,  and  tlie  (kninty  (kniindls  of  tlie  Noidli  Hiding-  and  the 
West  Hiding'  for  serviees  to  the  parts  of  ilie  (h)nnty  ap]na)])ri- 
ately  adjaeent. 

Thanks  to  tlie  willing  eo-operation  of  all  members  of 
the  staff  of  the  Sei’viee,  it  sneeessfnlly  oYfO’eame  many  difii- 
enlties  (hiring  the  year.  The  didimilties  arose  from  two  main 
(anises  whieh  eombined  to  make  a very  awkward  problem 
with  wliieh  to  eojie.  One  was  dne  to  the  d(day  in  the  delivery 
of  new  vehi(des,  wlnhdi  meant  carrying  on  as  best  one  eonld 
with  vehicles  whieh  had  already  seen  many  years  of  nsefnl 
servi(‘e  and  whieh  were  often  in  serious  need  of  eomplete 
overhauls  wliieh  eonld  not  be  nndertaken  as  they  eonld  not 
be  spared  from  tfieir  duties  on  the  roads,  ddie  other  dithenlty 
was  tlie  steady  iner-ease  in  the  demands  made  on  the  service. 

Tn  lb4(),  the  eighteen  ambn lances  then  working  in  the 
Oonnty  had  answered  kbSl  1 calls,  and  travelled  T'hTdb  miles. 
Between  bth  duly,  1!)4(S.  when  the  ])resent  free  service  came 
into  operation,  and  the  end  of  BMS,  the  various  ambulances 
and  ears  had  done  4,2dd  joniaieys,  (‘arried  4,b2(S  ])atients  anil 
travelled  I2t),2bl  miles.  Tliis  inei'ease  was  to  some  extent 
ex]ieete(l,  bnt  it  was  never  antieijiated  that  a full  year’s 
working  would  sliow  tigni‘es,  not  donble,  bnt  more  than  three 
times  those  for  the  last  six  months  of  lh4(S.

It  will  be  seen  that,  from  the  fioaires  for  the  six 

ntoiiths  of  n)4(S  o'ivin^'  a ^'eiiei'al  inider-estiinate  of  potential 
needs,  the  ovei'whelniino'  increased  demand  has  been  in 
eonneelion  with  the  altendanee  of  ])atients  at  hos])ital  ont- 
])atient  de])artnients.  The  nninbei's  shown  do  not,  of  course, 
^‘ive  Ihe  actual  nninbc]'  of  individnal  ])atients  carried,  bnt 
Tcfer  to  the  total  nninbei'  of  occasions  n])on  whi(di  any 
individuals  inadt*  use  of  the  Ainbulanee  Sei'viee,  but  even 
allowing'  for  the  fad  that  many  ])atients  may  hav(‘  made 
many  jouiaieys,  these  statistics  show  how  ^-reat  has  been  the 
strain  o?i  an  initially  ill-e(iui])])ed  Se7‘vi(*e.  The  strain  has 
been  ^'reater  because  of  tlie  scattered  nature  of  the  I'ui'al 
po])ulation  whi(di  has  had  to  b('  sei'ved  and  tlu'  fa(“t  that  tlie 
main  hos])ital  out-])ati('nt  de])artments  are  ])laeed  in  towns 
situated  outside  the  (h)unty  boundaries.  This  has  imaint  that 
in  stations  lil^'  tliose  at  Poddinyaon  and  Wb’theTmsea,  the 
averao't'  distama'  travelled  ]U‘r  joui'iu^y  has  been  about  fifty 
miles.  The  tinu'  factor  incurred  in  maldno'  rt'^ailar  journeys 
of  this  leno'th,  combined  with  the  im^vitable  time  wastage 
at  the  hospitals,  es])e(‘ially  in  Ihe  (*asc  of  out -])atients,  has 
in  its  turn  ci'eated  anothei*  ])i‘oblem  of  a T'rang'iiiy  for  ade(juate 
covei'  in  case  of  accidents  foi'  ihe  ]>eriods  of  time  when  the 
vehicles  muanally  stationed  in  an  ai’ca  are,  by  force  of 
circumstances,  some  distamc  away. 

Many  discussions  have  taken  ])lace  with  the  adminis- 
ti'ative  staffs  of  the  vaidous  hosj)itals  and  with  the  obieers 
of  nei^dibourin^'  Health  Authoidties  in  an  attem])t  to  reduce 
the  numbers  of  jourm\vs  to  a minimum  and  to  ensure  tlie 
most  economical  use  of  ambulances  whidi  may  have  journeys 
into  01'  throu^di  other  areas,  and  it  is  ])leasino‘  to  note  that, 
althou^'h  the  number  of  patients  shows  no  si^-iis  of  diminish- 
in“',  it  has  been  ])ossible,  {'S])ecially  with  ambulances  and 
cars  owned  by  the  County  (h)uncil,  p'l'adually  to  incicase  the 
number  of  ]iatients  carried  on  tnudi  journey  and  consequently 
to  reduce  the  mileaye  run  ])ei'  ])atient  carried.  Toi'  instance, 
the  (\)unty  owned  vehides  have  carried  an  averac'e  of  160 
jiatients  in  every  hundred  joui'iieys  ]U'rformed,  and  in  the 
case  of  the  Voluntary  Assodation  ambulances  and  the 
Voluntary  Ckir  Fool,  an  average  of  110  jiatients  have  been 
r-arried  for  every  hundred  journeys. 

Ovei'  the  whole  of  the  Se]'vi(*e,  the  averajj'e  mileao‘e  per 
journey  has  been  60.0  miles,  and  the  averao-e  mileage  per 
])atient  (*arried,  02.4  miles. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  in  the  County  eight 
ambulaiH'es  pi'ovided  by  voluntary  agencies  and  nine 
ambulances  and  six  sitting  case  ears  provided  by  the  County 
Council.  Twenty-eight  drivers  and  attendants  were  employed 
on  a whole-time  basis.

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DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE. 

This  service,  ior  \>  hieh  ilie  demand  is  constantly  grow- 
ing', especially  tor  aged  |)atienls  living  alone,  has  expanded 
slowly  dnring  (he  ytair,  reciaiits  lo  (he  [)anel  ot  jmrt-tiine 
heli)s  being  (aheii  on  (o  (ha(  panel  only  after  careful  enqniries 
have  done  evei'ylhiiig  possible  lo  ensure  the  person's 
suitability. 

At  the  ejid  of  (he  year,  there  were  (14  part-time  Domestic 
Plelps  on  the  panel,  of  whom  five  were  on  the  “ retained 
list.  This  number  compai'es  wdth  38  at  the  end  of  11)48. 
Actually,  38  new  hel[)ejs  weie  enrolled,  but  12  workers 
resigned  dnring  ihe  year  for  various  reasons, 

Dnring  (he  year,  3)13  cases  were  attended — 183  being 
continemeiit  cases,  and  127  cases  id'  general  illness.  Seven 
of  the  latter  were*  provided  with  help  for  a period  extending 
over  the  wdiole  year  and  five  for  periods  of  over  six  montlrs. 
The  majority  of  these  i)atients  were  aged  pervsons  living  alone 
oi‘  wdth  an  e(|nall.\  aged  relative.  Of  (he  183  general  sickness 
c'ases  altended,  32  come  into  (he  categoi'y  of  aged  sick. 

W'herevei'  it  lias  been  found  possible  to  |)rovide  this 
service,  it  aj)pears  to  have  been  appreciated  and  extremely 
few  conij)lainls  have  been  recedved.  It  has  l)een  gratifying 
to  note  iliat  many  patients,  [)articnlarly  confinement  (*ases, 
have,  wdien  requiring  help  for  a st'cond  time,  requested  the 
attendance  of  (lie  same  Help  who  had  been  to  them  on  a 
])revious  occasion. 


CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE. 


The  setting  uj)  of  After-care  C'omniittees  has  been  delayed 
])ending  the  develo[)nient  of  (lie  Divisional  organisation  of 
the  Health  Services,  and,  pemling  the  estaldisliing  of  these 
Committees,  the  care  servi<-es  in  operation  have  continued 
to  be  oi)era(ed  centrally  and  are  referred  to  in  various  parts 
of  this  report. 

MENTAL  HEALTH. 

The  detailed  work  of  the  Henlal  Health  Service  is  dealt 
with  lyv  a Sub-( 'onunittee  of  the  Health  Committee  consisting 
of  lU  membei's  w ho  meet  once  in  eaidi  (piarter  for  the  purpose 
of  considering  the  leports  on  defectives  and  other  persons  in 
the  care  of  the  (Ammittee  and  making  recommendations  to 
the  Health  Committee  as  to  the  administration  of  the  Service 
or  any  specific  aotion  to  be  taken  in  any  individual  case. 

Aptart  from  the  ('onnty  Medical  OHicer  of  Health  and  his 
Deputy,  there  are  five  of  the  Medical  ( Ifficers  on  the  staff 
wdio  ha\e  attended  speidal  courses  on  Mental  Deficiency  and 
are  lecognised  for  the  purpose  <d'  examining  eil ucationally 
sub-normal  (diildren,  and  two  of  these  doctors  are  ap|)roved 
as  examining  and  Certifsing  (tflicers  under  tlie  Mental 
Deficiencp  Acts.  4he  Comity  is  divided  into  four  adminis- 
trative areas  controlled  from  the  central  oflice  and  in  each 
area  is  a Dul\  Authorised.  Dtficer.  ddiese  latter  Odicers  are 
also  District  AVelfare  Dflicers  operating  under  the  National 
Assistance  Act.  H)48.  There  is  a part-time  trained  Psychiatric 
Social  Worker,  a full  time  female  Social  WTirker  wdio  holds 
a Diploma  in  Social  Science,  tlie  County  Welfare  Ofiicer, 
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and  tAYo  members  of  the  lieadciaarters  staff  are  also  approved 
as  Duly  Autliorised  Otheers.

provide  a ^'eneral  advisorx  service  for  the  parents  and

(Iwdnc'  to  the  scattered  nature  id'  the  County,  it  is  not 
possible  to  estaldish  (Iccupation  Centres  in  the  East  Uidincy 
Instruction  in  occupational  and  handicraft  woi'k  is,  however, 
provided  liy  the  ('ouncil  for  a limited  numlier  of  defectives 
residing  in  their  own  homes  and  this  work  is  at  the  [iresent 
lime  beiny  undertaken  b\  the  Social  Whu'kers.

A I'elative  or  otlier  ])ei'son  iTiay,  of  course, 
a]T])]y  and  may  he  T'esponsihle  foi-  tlo^  affaii’s  of  the  patient 
and  tlius  obviate  tlie  necessity  of  the  bouneirs  otlieer  taking 
any  action. 

Weluaee  oe  the  Blind. 

On  the  31st  Decemhei',  Iddh,  the  otlicial  Register  of 
Blind  Persons,  which  is  maintained  foi-  tlie  (h)uncil  by  the 
Hull  A East  Riding  Institute  foi‘  the  Blind,  showed  that 
tliere  were  blind  ])ei'sons  in  tlie  (kmnty  (14b  males,  143 
females).  In  (‘om])ai'ison , thei'e  wei'e  ‘-IcSD  ])ei‘sons  (14()  males, 
143  fcTuales)  on  the  Register  at  the  31st  DecembcT*,  1948. 

During  the  yeai',  the  (kmncil,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Hull  Corporation,  have  discussed  with  the  Hull  & East 
Riding  Institute  for  the  Blind  the  (luestion  of  the  employ- 
ment of  blind  ])ei'sons  in  the  Hull  Woi‘ksho])s  of  the  Institute. 
An  arrangement,  to  be  opei'ative  from  the  1st  danuary,  11)5(1, 
was  entered  into,  which  lays  down  certain  s])e(‘ified  (jualifica- 
tions  iTefoie  a ]Teison  can  be  accepted  as  a woi‘ksho])  em])loyee, 
a scheme  of  iiu'entive  bonuses  and  a guai'anteed  minimum 
wage.  44ie  guaranteed  minimum  wage  foi*  male  em])loyees 
is  £5  l)s.  0(1.  ])er  week  and  £4  Is.  Od.  jiei'  week  foi'  female 
employees,  based  on  a 40  liour  week.  Pi'ovision  has  also  been 
made  in  I'cgard  to  holidays,  sick  pay,  etc.,  for  blind  woi'kshop 
employees. 

As  mentioned  in  the  last  Re])o]4,  the  Council  I'eceives 
a ca])itation  grant  from  the  Ministi'y  of  Laltoui'  aiul  National 
Servi(*e  of  uit  to  £80  per  annum  in  res])ect  of  each  worksho]> 
employee.  There  are  8 male  ajid  3 female  blind  persons 
engaged  in  the  workslio])s  fi-om  the  East  Riding. 

In  addition  to  the  worksho|)  employees,  4 blind  men  are 
recognised  by  the  County  (k)uncil  as  home  workers,  their 
earnings  being  supplemented  by  the  Council  in  accordance 
with  an  api)i'oved  s(‘ale.  Thi-ee  of  tlie  home  woi'kers  are 
piano  tuners  and  one  undertakes  chair  re])air  work,  etc. 

The  home  teaidiing  and  visiting  sei'vict'  whiidi  is  o])erated 
by  the  Hull  & East  Riding  Institute  for  the  Blind,  under 
a joint  aT’rangement  agreed  with  the  Hull  Corporation, 
oontinues  in  foi'ce.  Dining  the  yeai‘,  it  was  agi’eed  that  the 
jiayments  to  be  made  by  the  Chiumul  in  I'espeid  of  the  service 
should  be  increased  from  £3  7s.  (id.  ])er  case  to  £4  ])er  case. 

Tlie  Hull  & East  Riding  Institute  for  the  Blind 
maintains  two  Home  foi*  blind  persons,  one  at  Seaborough 
House,  Beverley,  accommodating  2(j  women,  and  tlie  other 


at  I^eerli  Holme,  Beverley  Hoad,  Hull,  witli  a(*oommodatioii 
for  21  ])ersoiis  of  both  sexes.  These  two  Homes  were  fully 
oeeu])ie(l  for  almost  file  whole  of  the  yeai-  under  review.

At  the  ])resent  time  a (loveiai meiit  Advisoi'y  Hommitfee 
is  famsideidiio-  jiroblems  iu  (*onueetioii  with  the  welfare  of 
othei'  (dasses  of  substantially  and  peiananently  handieap]ied 
persons  and  the  opeiaition  of  any  Welfare  Service  in  eon- 
neetion  with  these*  (dasst's  of  jX'rsons  is  beiny  held  in  abeyaiu'e 
jiendino-  the  lte])ort  of  the  Advisory  b'ommittee.  In  the 
meantime,  very  mmdi  <.>‘ood  work  is  bein^'  undertaken  for  tlie 
deaf  and  dumb  by  the  Institutes  at  Hull  and  York,  in  I’espect 
of  \vhi(di  the  (k)un(dl  are  mak'in^’  bnaneial  eontributrons. 
Insofar  as  other  (dasses  of  handiea])])ed  ])ersons  aie  (‘oneerned, 
tilt*  (kmmdl  ;n'e  at  the  monu*nt  in  the  course'  of  undertakinc* 
a survey  of  the  (kuinty  with  a view  to  seeuidn^'  information 
as  to  the  numbers  and  types  of  hand iea])])ed  persons  in  oreler 
that  some  information  will  be*  available  from  whieli  it  may 
be  jiossibb'  to  estimate  I he  need  for  and  ty]ie  of  AYelfare 
Services  which  mav  be  neeessarv.

In  June,  IbJcS,  a Publi(‘  Iiujuiry  was  held  by  the  Minister 
of  Ffealth  inio  a pro])osal  to  make  an  Ordei*  under  Section  14 
of  the  Water  Act,  Ibdb,  in  i‘es])e(*t  (d‘  an  area  ('onsistino'  of 
a lai'^e  ])art  of  the  Mast  Hidino'  and  the  (kiunty  Hoi’ou^di  of 
THno'ston  u])on  Hull.  After  eonsiderino'  a re])ort  made  by  bis 
1 ns])e(*tor  following'  the  In(|uiry,  the  IVIinister  made  amended 
pro])osals  to  which  the  bounty  (jouncil  subseiiuently  raised 
no  objections,  and  an  Order  ('iititb'd  the  South  Mast  Yorkshire 
( ( kmservation  of  Water)  Oialer,  Ibdd,  was  made  by  tbe 
Minister  of  Ffealth  on  1st  February,  11)41).  The  Order 
controls  the  abstraction  of  wati'r  from  underp'round  sources 
in  an  area  com]udsin,<)'  the  (duinly  Boroui>;di  of  Kino'ston  upon 
FFuil  and  the  Boiaui^dis  of  Beveidey,  ffridi in^-f on  and  Hedon, 
the  Frban  l)istri('ts  of  Didtfield,  Haltem])rice  and  Hornsea 
and  ])arts  of  the  Huial  Districts  of  Beverley,  Bridlino'ton , 
Dritbeld  and  Holderness,  and  came  into  force  on  9th  March, 
1949. 

A Ministry  of  Health  Ibiblic  Im[uiry,  which  lasted  for 
a total  of  six  days,  was  held  in  March  and  IMay  by  an 
Fns])ector  of  the  Ministry  into  the  Water  I ndertakino'  of 
the  Diitheld  Hural  District  (kuincil.  As  a result,  in  July  the 
^finister  ('ame  to  the  conclusion,  thou^di  he  had  ]iower  to  make 
an  Order  under  Se(‘tion  14  (2)  (d'  the  W:ater  Act,  194b,  before 
he  de(‘ided  what  ac'tion,  if  any,  was  to  be  taken,  the  (bnincil 
was  to  lie  re([uired  to  submit  a full  I'eport  on  their  water 
undertaking  within  a period  of  six  months.  ISTo  further 
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iiiformatioii  ou  tlie  matter  liad  been  received  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

Ministry  ut  Health  Inquiries  were  held  during  the  year 
into  the  applications  of  the  following  District  Councils  for 
consent  to  horrow  money  for  works  of  watei'  su|)j)l>  or 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal.

of  sevii^'e  vvhi(di  can  la'  re<>'ai'ded  as  satisfaetorv.  Althoug'h 
the  District  (touneils  ari'  aw  arc'  of  their  duties  under  the 
Puldie  Health  Act,  !!)->(),  and  have'  firejiarc'd  schemes  for  a 
numher  of  areas,  prooross  has  heeii  slow.  Dess  than  ten 
sewerag’e  and  sewage'  disjcosal  sc'hc'inc's  for  parishes  liaA’e  been 
started  in  the  Count  v since  the'  end  of  the  war  and,  in  vieiv 
of  the  many  districts  w hc'i'c  wmrk  of  this  character  is  urc’ently 
recjuired,  it  is  hopc'd  that  tinal  approval  of  proposals  |)Ut 
forward  Avill  not  he  unduly  dela.\ed  so  that  much  more  can 
be  done.  D should  bc'  ic'inem bc'red  that  a iarc-e  jiart  of  the 
Count\-  water  supply  is  obtainc'd  from  the  undercround  chalk 
and  the  risks  to  these  walc'r  soui'ces  are  considerable,  because 
on  the  c-atherin^'  yi'ounds  for  the  water  wdiic'h  percedates  to 
the  chalk  sub-strata,  there  are  villa^^es  without  adequate 
disposal  arrangements  wdiich  are  jcroducino’  a steadily  increas- 
ing* volume'  of  sewage. 

CoNV^EESION  OF  PeIAUES  AND  pAIL  ClOSETS. 

AVork  was  continued  on  tlie  conversion  of  priAues  and 
pail  closets  to  Avater  closets  in  the  urban  areas.  There  is 
still  much  to  be  done.  hoAvev'er,  as  there  are  oAmr  1400  of 
these  (‘losets  in  distric'ts  wdiere  there  are  seAverage  systems 
and  wdiere  in  the  majority  of  cases  there  are  no  major 
dithculties  in  the  way  of  conversion. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

Another  matter  to  which  attention  must  be  drawn  is  the 
need  for  satisfactory  refuse  collection  and  disposal  serv^ices 
in  all  areas  not  at  present  provided  for  in  this  respect.  In 
far  too  many  ])la<‘es  can  be  seen  the  site  for  indiscriminate 
dumping  of  all  classes  of  refuse.  ( )ld  (dialk  pits  a]ipear  to 
be  faAmured  for  this  purjxise,  and  the  result  is  dangerous 
to  the  health  of  the  community  and  detrimental  to  the 
amenities  of  the  district.  The  advGintages  gained  by  the 
controlled  tip])ing  ” of  refuse  as  ])ra(‘tised  lyv  enlightened 
Councils  are  too  well  known  to  re([uire  more  than  a brief 
reference. 

HOUSING. 


The  proAusion  of  new  houses  has  been  in  the  forefront 
of  the  actiAuties  of  the  District  Councils  during  the  years 
since  the  end  of  the  war,  and  in  P)4M  good  progress  Avas  made. 
The  number  of  houses  completed  during  the  year  was  1,164, 
and  764  vvere  in  course  of  erection  at  tUst  December. 

The  table  shoAon  below  sets  mit  the  jiosition  in  the 
respective  County  Districts  and  gives  the  number  of  houses 
completed  by  the  local  authorities  and  by  private  enterprise 
in  each  area. 


Houses  Completed.  i In  course  of  Erection 
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Tlie  figures  in  brackets  show  the  number  of  houses  erected  between  the 
date  house  building  recommenced  at  the  end  of  the  war,  and  December 
ol.st,  11)48.  These  figures  have  been  extracted  from  information  sent  in 

by  the  various  Sanitary  Inspectors. 
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The  Rural  Housing  Surve}^  work  was  continued  in  those 
Districts  where  the  inspections  had  not  been  completed  by 
the  end  ot  1948.  At  the  end  of  the  year  three  Rural  Districts 
— Norton,  D'ritiield  and  Derwent — still  had  a considerable 
number  of  bouses  to  visit  and  put  into  categories.  The  table 
below  shows  tlie  ])osition  at  tlie  end  of  the  year  in  the  eight 
rural  disiricts  of  the  County.  Nineteen  thousand,  one 
hundred  and  sixty-nine  houses,  or  85%  of  the  total  number 
of  houses  to  be  surveyed  have  been  visited,  it  was  observed 
that  approximately  16%  of  the  houses  have  been  placed  in 
category  5,  e.g.,  totally  unfit  for  human  habitation  and 
incapable  of  being  rendered  fit  at  a reasonable  cost,  and  51% 
were  in  eategories  1 or  2,  as  fit  or  with  only  minor  defects. 
It  should  be  realised  tliat  these  figures  relate  to  the  rural 
areas  only  and  the  requirements  of  the  larger  centres  of 
I)opulation  will  increase  considerably  the  housing  needs  of 
the  County.

SUPERVISION  OF  MILK  SUPPLIES. 


Oil  Ootober  1st,  the  responsibility  for  tlie  administration 
of  Milk  and  Dairitrs  Retaliations,  so  far  as  jirodiietion  on  the 
farm  is  eoneerned,  passed  to'  the  i\rinister  of  Afriiailtiire  and 
Fisheries,  as  the  Food  and  Driifs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  Aet  of 
11)44  came  into  foree  on  that  date.  (Vrtain  fnnetions  of  the 
^Minister  have  been  delefated  to  the  (h)iinty  Afrieiiltiiral 
Fxecaitive  ('ommittei'  and  jirovision  has  been  made  for  a 
teehnieal  otlieer  and  a medical  ottieer  of  local  antliorities  to 
represent  tlie  pnbli(^  health  interests  on  tin'  ]\rilk  Sub- 
Committee  of  tile  hlxeentive  Committee. 


The  t'ounty  ('oiincil  tlu'i'efore  ceased  to  be  the  authority 
for  the  issue  of  “ Tuberculin  Tested  ” and  “ Ai'credited  ” 
iNfilk  licences  under  Ihe  Milk  (S])ecial  Di'si^aiations)  Retalia- 
tions. 


At  the  time  of  the  transfer,  there  were  7‘d  Tuberculin 
Tested  ” licences  and  47  Ac(*redited  ” licences  in  opera- 
tion in  the  County.  Several  littndred  ])roducers  had  been 
advised  of  the  re(|uii’ements  to  b('  satisfied  before  a 
Tuberculin  Tested  " licence  could  be  issued,  and  it  is 
expected  that  there  will  bt'  a bit'  incri'ase  in  the  number  of 
producers  of  this  of  milk  in  the  near  future. 


There  has  been  a marlanl  intf'rest  in  desitnated  milk 
production  in  the  ]iast  year,  mainly  in  view  of  the  ]K)licy  of 
the  (Toveiaiment  whifdi  it  was  expecded  would  be  put  into 
effect  in  the  new  Milk  and  Dairies  Refulations.  The  new 
Refularions  came  into  o])eration  on  ihe  1st  October  and 
prescribed  standards  for  buildints  and  methods  of  ])roduction, 
legally  enforceabb',  which  are  more  striiifent  than  those 
formerly  administered  by  the  local  authorities. 


The  County  ('oiincil  have  been  ta'^’’<^ai  new  powers  con- 
cerned with  the  licensing  and  su])ervision  of  milk  Pasteurising 
and  Sterilising  establishments,  work  whi(di,  in  respect  of 
pasteurising  licences,  was  formerly  carried  out  by  tlu'  District 
Councils.  The  District  r'oumdls  retain  their  ])owers  in  con- 
nection with  the  distribution  of  milk  and  the  inspt'ction  of 
retail  dairies,  etc.,  and  the  new  ])rovisions  of  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Regulations  will  assist  them  to  maintain  a satis- 
factory standard  of  hygiene  at  these  premises.  A useful  new 
regulation  empowers  the  Distinct  Medical  ()ffi(‘er  of  Ilealtli 
to  prevent  the  sale  of  milk  wliich  he  has  evidence  lias  caused 
disease  or  which  he  suspects  is  infected  with  disease  com- 
municable to  man,  or  to  require  the  supply  to  be  properly 
treated  to  make  it  safe  for  consumption.

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty-four  cases  of  this  disease  were 
notified  during  the  past  year,  compared  with  182  in  the 
previous  year.  There  were  no  deaths. 
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DIPHTHERIA. 

There  were  onlj^  6 notifications  of  this  disease  and  no 
deaths  during  the  year  101!),  the  same  hgnres  as  in  1948. 

ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS. 

Seventeen  cases  of  poliomyelitis  am]  three  cases  of  polio- 
enceplialitis  were  notified.  Three  deaths  were  reported. 

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 

Tour  women  were  reported  during  the  year  to  be  suffering 
from  pner])eral  puexia.  'hwo  cases  occurred  in  Private 
Xnrsing  Homes  and  two  in  Maternity  Homes.  There  was 
one  death. 


OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

4' wo  infants  v ere  notified  as  suffering  from  ojdithalmra 
neonatorum  during  1949.  Ifoth  cases  were  satisfactorily 
treated  in  hosi)ilai. 

CEREBRO-SPINAL  FEYER. 

Tno  cases  n ere  notihed,  compared  with  two  in  the  pre- 
vious year  and  three  in  1917.  One  of  these  illnesses  resulted 
in  the  death  of  the  patient. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

Tender  the  new  health  service's  arrangements  the  responsi- 
bility lor  the  i)rovision  of  hos[)ital,  sanatoria  and  dispensary 
services  lests  with  the  Hegional  Hos|)itai  Board,  the  County 
Council  having  the  resi)onsibility  of  dealing  with  the  care 
and  after-care  of  tul)erculous  patients  in  their  onn  homes 
and  a general  responsibility  for  [)reventive  work. 

Pending  the  setting  up  ot  (hire  Committees,  tlie  care  and 
after-care  arrangements  have'  continued  to  be  administered 
centrally.  Health  \dsitoi's  and  School  iSurses  also  act  as 
Tuberculosis  Visitors.  They  visit  the  homes  of  jiatients  and 
attend  at  dispensary  sessions  so  that  they  (‘an  co-ordinate 
their  nork  with  that  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board’s 
T u b e i‘  c u 1 o s i s S i ) e c i a 1 i s t s . 

As  the  need  arises,  tuberculous  ])atients  being  treated  in 
their  own  homes  are  supplied  with  extra  milk,  with  garden 
shelters,  beds  and  bedding,  and  with  nursing  ecjuiiunent  as 
required.  Ao  charges  are  made  for  any  of  these  provisions. 


NEW  CASES  AND  MORTALITY. 

One  hundred  and  hfty-four  (145  |)ulnionary  and  19  non- 
pulmonary)  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the 
year,  and,  in  addition,  s)4  cases  (*anie  to  notice  otherwise  than 
by  formal  notiheation.  The  total  number  of  cases  notified  in 
the  County  shows  an  increase  of  6 on  the  figure  for  the  previous 
Tear.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  OFFICER 


There  has  been  little  material  alteration  in  the  frinetion- 
ing'  of  the  Schrool  Health  Serviee  during  the  year  under  review, 
and,  as  in  ]n’evioiis  reports,  the  statistieal  snmmary  is  set  out 
in  tables  under  the  ap])ropriate  headings.  There  are  one  or 
two  points,  however,  whieh  call  for  speeial  eomments. 

The  arrangements  f(U’  the  attendam'e  of  a ('onsultant  at 
the  ortho]ua'die  (dini(\s  havt'  been  altered  owing  to  Ihe  alloca- 
tion of  duties  by  tlu'  Regional  Hospital  Hoard.  Instead  ot 
having  one  (M)nsultant  attending  all  (dinics  dealing  with  East 
Ividing  Sfdnad  Cdiildi’en,  there  are  now  three.  Although  this 
is  not  of  great  (*onse(iuence  so  far  as  the  care  of  the  children 
is  concerned,  it  do('s  (‘ause  some  minor  difficulties  in  the 
administration  of  the  scheme. 

As  stated  in  the  Senior  Dental  Dfficer’s  report,  two 
resignations  of  Dental  Officers,  one  part-time,  took  effect 
during  the  year,  necessitating  some  re-arrangement  ot  the 
work.  Endeavours  t('»  bring'  the  dental  staff  to  full  strength 
have  been  without  effect. 

The  handicapped  children  ('all  for  special  comment  if  for 
no  other  reason  than  that  special  edm'ational  facilities  are 
so  scarce.  Tilth'  dilliculty  is  experienced  witli  the  blind  and 
deaf,  as  they  can  be  ac'C'ommodated  after  a com])aratively 
short  wait,  (treater  ditticulty  is  ex])erienced  with  other  types 
of  physi(*al  handica]u  but  owing  to  the  comparatively  small 
numbers  this  never  assunu's  serious  pro]U)rtions,  but  the 
greatest  problem  is  in  the  case  of  the  educationally  sub- 
normal, and  hei'i'  it  is  a never-(‘!iding  one. 

The  first  ]U'oblem  is  that  of  ascertainment.  ft  will  be 
seen  from  the  tables  that  bb  children  were  examined  during 
the  year  and  that  do  of  thest'  were  (*ertitied  as  ediicationally- 
sub-normal.  If  one  assumes  that  a])])roximately  10%  of  the 
school  population  is  to  varying  degrees  educationally  sub- 
normal, this  is  a vc'T'v  small  figure  for  ascertainment  and  is 
obviously  nowhere  near  tackling  the  ]U'oblem.  This  is  not 
satisfactory  in  as  mu(‘h  as  it  means  that  many  educationally- 
sub-normal  children,  unascertained,  are  continuing  to  attend 
school  and  being  taught  as  if  they  were  noi'mal.  fn  addition, 
it  means  that  many  (‘hildren  who  will  ]')robably  require 
supervision  after  leaving  school  are  drifting  along  and  7uay 
eventually  leave  school  without  having  come  to  special  notice. 
This  is  a potentially  serious  problem  which  must  be  dealt 
with. 

If  all  the  children  in  the  Oounty  were  ascertained,  this 
would  not  do  much,  however,  to  solve  the  problem,  since 
special  classes  and  schools  are  not  available  in  which  to  place 
them,  although  it  is  lioped  that,  with  the  opening  of  new 
schools  in  Beverley  and  Hessle,  accommodation  now  used  to 
the  full,  may  become  available  in  which  it  wull  be  possible 
to  develop  special  classes  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  higher 
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fi'rades  of  odiioatioiially  siib-iiorioal  rdiildreii  in  those  areas. 
As  niatiers  stand  at  tlu'  moment,  liowever,  the  children  already 
asct'rtaiiH'd  as  T(Miniring'  s])ecial  ('du(‘ation  and  not  placed, 
amonnt  at  ])res(Mit  to  !31r).  'hliey  aia'  continuing'  to  attend 
ordinary  (dassc's  in  sidiools,  wliere  they  must  he  ])resnmed  to 
act  as  a dra^'  on  the  normal  (diildrim  in  the  (dass.  Afany  of 
tlit'sc  (diildi'C'n  att(*nd  small  villa'^e  schools  where  it  is  often 
im])ossihl{‘  to  ^‘ive  tluon  the  S]m(‘ial  attention  whi(di  the^^ 
re(iuire,  and  any  attem])t  to  do  so  may  he  at  the  ex])ense  of  the 
normal  (diildrmi.  ddiis  must  cnaitc'  a ditticnlt  ]n)sition  from 
a tca(die]‘’s  ])oint  of  vi{^w. 

It  is  ho])cd  that  dnrino-  IPoO  there'  will  he  an  increase 
in  th('  niimhc'r  of  children  ('xamini'd  and  ascertained,  as  there 
has  heen  an  im])roY(‘m('nt  in  tlu'  statlino-  position,  but  it  must 
be  a^'ain  em])hasiscd  that  this  is  no  sedation  te)  the  ])roblem. 
In  ce)nnee‘tie)n  with  ase'ci’ta inme'iit , it  shoiilel  alse)  be  pointed 
e)ut  that  this  type  of  work'  is  rather  exhaustino'  and  there  is 
therefore  a limit  te>  the  ame)nnt  whiedi  medical  otticers  can 
be  e*alleel  u])e)n  te)  nnelertake  in  the  e-onrse  of  a week  in 
addition  te)  their  imrmal  work  fe)r  the  Edne'atie)n  Authority 
and  the  Health  Anthoi'ity.  'Fheo'e  is  alse)  undoubtedly  a 
certain  feelin^i>'  of  frustration  in  carrying-  out  this  work  when 
the  e)ilie*er  e*e)ne‘eT‘neel  knows  full  well  that  little  or  no  action 
can  be  taken  following’  e)n  the  ase*ertainment  e)f  a child’s 
abilities. 


S])ee(di  'rhera])y  has  now  e*()m])leted  a full  year’s  working. 
'The'  re])ort  by  the'  S])ee'(di  ddierapist  is  incorporated  and  calls 
for  ne)  e*omment  be'yond  em])hasising  that  it  is  quite  impossible 
in  a CouiiTy  of  this  kind  te)  give  completely  adequate  treatment 
to  many  of  the  e'ases.  Atte'iupts  te)  obtain  the  services  of  an 
additional  Si)eee‘h  Thera])ist  have  so  far  met  with  no  success.

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These  figures  indicate  a decrease  of  1,278  on  the  number 
of  examinations  held  in  1!148.  At  tlie  routine  examinations 
14.37%  of  the  children  were  found  io  require  treatment  as 
against  14.4%  in  ldf8  and  48. d%  of  the  children  were  found 
to  need  further  observation. 

Lhirticulars  as  to  denial  work  done  are  given  later  in  this 
report  under  dental  defects. 


GENERAL  CONDITION. 

Results  show  that  a bigh  standard  of  nutrition  is  being 
maintained.  Out  of  7,541  (diildren  examined  for  tdassification 
98.5%  are  marked  good  or  fair  as  regards  nutrition  and  1.5% 
as  poor.  These  ])ercenlages  show  little  (diaiige  from  those 
found  in  previous  years. 


VISUAL  DEFECTS  AND  EXTERNAL  EYE  DISEASE. 

During  the  year  712  cliiJdren  were  referred  from  school 
medical  ins])ectioiis  as  needing  treatment  for  eye  defects,  as 
compared  with  865  children  referred  for  these  defects  in  1948. 
Treatment  facilities  are  now  arranged  through  the  specialist 
service  of  the  Regional  Hos])ital  lloard. 

The  number  of  examinations  during  the  year  under  the 
scheme,  either  at  clinics  or  as  individual  cases,  was  1,659,  as 
compared  with  1,281  in  the  previous  year.  (Hasses  were 
prescril)ed  in  719  cases  as  against  764  in  1918.  The  services 
of  an  ortho])tist  were  available  at  the  York  County  Hosj)ital, 
and  13  children  attended  the  orthoptic  clinic  o]i  46  occasions, 
hour  children  were  discharged  cured.  Minor  eye  defects  were 
reported  in  the  cases  of  275  children.

Due  to  llie  operaiion  of  the  iVatioiial  Health  Service  Act 
and  the  practice  v lici  cbv  children  are  being  referred  by  their 
own  family  doctor  foi-  consultation  with  the  Chest  Specialist, 
it  uas  not  possible  to  obtain  information  about  these  cases. 
It  is  ho])e(l  that  in  conseciuence  of  improved  liaison  with 
hospital  staffs  in  IbbO  there  will  be  inore  information  avail- 
able. 

UNCLEANLINESS.

This  number  of  (,‘ases  rejireseiited 
uncleanliness  in  !)74  individual  ehildren,  i.e.,  1%  of  the 
school  t)op Illation. 

Ao  cleansing  stations  are  established  and  the  respionsi- 
bility  for  carrHng  out  advice  as  to  remedial  treatment  and 
])revention  rests  with  parents. 

School  Aurses  are  sujii)lied  with  a Hair  Cream  containing 
D.D.T.  and  also  Lethane  Hair  Oil  for  distribution  to  parents 
as  required. 


MINOR  AILMENTS. 

There  was  no  addiiioji  to  the  facilities  provided  for 
treatment  of  iniiior  ailments  in  the  County,  but  it  is  interest- 
ing to  note  that  during  Ibfb  there  was  a considerable  increase 
in  the  use  made  of  the  (dinics,  in  spite  ol  the  fact  that  tkere 
is  no  longer  a linamdal  reason  for  j)arents  avoiding  taking 
tlieir  cbildreii  to  tlie  family  doctor.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  DENTAL  OFFICER 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1949. 


Tlie  denial  staff  at  tlie  end  of  tlie  year  under  review 
eonsisted  of  five  full-time  dental  oilieers  and  a similar  number 
of  dental  aihmdants.  Tlie  i‘esi<4nation  during-  duly  of  Mr. 
Reddoes  from  liis  ])art-iinu'  a])])ointmen  t at  the  Beverley 
riinie,  whi(di  o])ened  in  19^-26,  and  where  most  valuabb'  and 
('areful  treaiimmt  was  done,  has  been  a serious  loss  to  th^e 
East  liidino'.  The  si  aft  was  fuiaher  depleted  when  IVfr. 
MeOaifj’  resi^aied  in  Oidobei'.  Tlu'se  resipmations  neeessitated 
a re-arrano*(unent  of  the  dentists.  The  Dritileld  area  has 
been  shai'ed  by  tin'  assistant  dtuital  oilieers.  ddie  fixed  elinic 
at  Beverley  used  for  the  Ihiroupdi  sidiools  is  o])en  four  sessions 
weekly  and  staffed  by  ^fr.  dimes.  At  Hridlino-ton , five  sessions 
are  field  weekly  and  siaffial  by  the  Senior  Dental  Otfieer. 

It  has  only  been  i^ossible  to  maintain  the  existing’  service 
duriipo’  the  year,  and  any  extension  io  the  available  facilities 
1‘annot  bt'  underiaken  until  fiiriher  additions  ai'e  made  to  tlie 
statf.  It  is  significant  ihai  the  demand  for  dental  treatment 
has  shown  a steady  increase  since  duly,  194(S.  This  is  not 
wholly  diu'  to  tlu'  inability  of  the  ])rivate  ]iractitioners  to 
absorb  nioie  jiatieiits,  but  to  tlie  fact  that  since  all  ti'eatment 
is  free,  many  paiamts  do  not  now  I'e^iird  the  scdioid  service 
as  a (diari table  insritntion.  Tlu'  ]mlicy  followed  at  jiresent 
ensures  that  each  idiild  ia\yularly  at‘ce]it ino'  tnaitment  has 
the  ne(‘essary  hlliiips  and  exti'actions  com])leted  before  the 
(fetal  (bhcer  leaves  thi'  district. 

d'he  a(‘ce])tance  I'au'  for  treatment  was  84.9%. 

ft  is  not  ]u)ssible  to  ti'eat  the  more  complicated  re«’ulation 
(‘ases  and  only  thosi*  involving*  the  movement  of  one  or  two 
teeth  are  undei'takmi.  Fifty-seven  caisi's  were  sui'cessfiilly 
completed  and  od4  ])(U'manent  teeth  wetH'  extracted  to  obviate 
])robable  mahtidtisioii . X-ray  facilities  are  available  at  the 
various  local  hospitals  and  the  work  is  satisfactorily  and 
expeditiously  performed . 

The  mobile  clinics  retain  their  ])0])ularity  with  patients, 
dental  officers  and  scliool  staffs.

It  will  he  observed  that  hi  .t)%  of  the  s(dio(d  (diildren 
attend  schools  5vhi(di  la'ceive  ])astenrised  milk,  and  althougdi 
lo  l)e])artments  are  su])])lied  with  ordinary  raw  or  Accredited 
milk,  only  2.5%  of  the  childi'en  attend  these  schools. 
Pasteurised  milk  is  dithcnlt  to  obtain  in  a number  of  small 
isolated  rural  schools. 

Ih'ogress  in  tlie  ]n'ovision  of  meals  5vas  more  marked 
in  Ih-lh  than  in  any  ])r('vious  year.  Again  ([noting  October 
figures,  the  number  of  meals  Avas  11, 2(10  a day,  being  a 
[lercentage  oi  -lo.Sd  of  the  (diildren  in  attendance  at  school. 
Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  however,  the  national  economic 
situation  led  to  a complete  sto]ipage  of  all  iieAV  building  Avork 
on  sidtool  meals  projects  and  an  increase  in  the  charge  for 
meals  to  children.  Kitchens  under  construction  at  the  end 
of  the  year  Avill  be  completed  and  some  iirogress  aauII  be  made 
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with  small  dining  centres  where  no  new  building  work  will 
be  necessary,  but  1950  will  see  a gradual  slowing  up  of  the 
expansion  of  provision  of  meals.  At  the  end  of  tlie  year, 
four  new  kitivhens  were  under  construction,  and  it  is  expected 
that  all  will  be  eomi)lete(l  by  Midsummer,  1!)5().  After  that 
date,  the  possibility  of  new  kitchens  being  provided,  apart 
from  those  in  new  schools,  is  remote. 

Tlie  increased  charge  for  meals,  which  will  come  into 
eh'ect  on  1st  January,  lilbO,  is  expected  to  reduce  the  demand 
for  meals,  but  to  what  extent  it  is  not  ])ossible  to  forecast, 
although  it  is  likely  that  the  greatest  effect  will  l)e  felt  in 
the  urban  areas  ^\diere  the  canteens  are  largest.

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION. 

(Report  submitted  by  the  Organiser  of  Physical  Education.) 

There  has  lu'en  an  improvement  in  stalling  in  the  schools 
during  19-19  and,  consecjuently , less  freciuent  changes  of  staff. 
This  has  resulted  in  more  regular  lessons  and  continuity  of 
work,  an  essential  factor  in  the  Linprovement  of  the  standard 
of  physical  education,  (food  use  Avas  made  of  wTlage  halls 
during  inclement  weather  and  a few  more  Avere  rented  during 
the  past  yeai'  for  indoor  activities. 

M any  s(diool  playgrounds  are  in  a A’ery  ])oor  state  of 
reijair  and  this  limits  the  Avork  considerably,  it  is  pleasing 
to  note,  however,  that  some  have  been  surfaiod  during  1949, 
and  a larger  number  are  due  for  repair  in  1950. 

G A AXES. 

Many  schools  are  still  hand  ica  j)ped  through  lack  of 
playing  helds,  l)ut,  in  spite  of  this,  there  has  been  great 
actiAuty  in  games  during  the  past  year.  Fifty  school  football 
teams  partcipated  in  eight  leagues,  seventy  teams  entered 
the  knock-oiit  com petitiojis,  and  an  Itast  Riding  team  Avas 
entered  in  the  competitions  organised  by  the  Yorkshire  and 
English  Schools’  Football  Associations. 

Xetball  I'allies  and  com])etitions  were  held  at  Rridlington, 
lloAvden,  Hilton,  llessle  and  Pocklington.  These  rallies  did 
great  service  to  physical  education  l)y  providing  a stimulus 
and  ])ringing  in  some  of  the  rural  scdiools  which  normally 
have  little  opportunity  of  meeting  other  teams. 

Athletics. 

Athletics  is  nov'  beginning  to'  take  its  proper  place  in 
physical  education  and  many  schools  are  Avisely  spreading 
the  training  in  athletics  0A*er  a longer  season  lyv  gradually 
introducing  the  basic  skills  into  physical  training  lessons  in 
the  Avinter  months.  This  made  participation  in  school  sports 
more  enjoyable  and  increased  the  standard  of  performance. 

The  AAu’kshire  Schools’  Athletic  Sports  were  held  in 
Bradford  and  the  East  Riding  team  gave  an  outstanding 
performance  against  25  city  and  area  teams,  being  placed 
first  in  the  Boys’  Senior  and  Intermediate  events  and  second 
in  the  Boys’  and  Girls'  Junior  events. 


As  a result  of  tliis,  U)  East  Eiding  scholars  were  included 
in  the  Yorksliire  team  of  18  athletes,  and  took  part  in  the 
English  Schools’  Athletic  (Jhanipionship  Sports  Avhich  were 
held  at  Oarshalton,  in  Surrey. 


Swimming. 

The  greatest  possilde  use  was  made  of  existing  swimming 
baths  to  provide  swimming  instruction  for  scholars.  Un- 
fortunately, b s(diools  lost  their  s\\imming  instruction  in  1949 
owing  to  tlie  (dosure  of  the  ^^’ithernsea  baths  and  tJie  time 
allotted  to  our  sfdioohs  at  the  ifast  Hull  baths  being  with- 
drawn, in  order  to  allow  increased  numbers  from  Hull  schools 
to  use  the  baths. 

The  standard  of  swiiiuning  continued  to  ijiiprove  and  the 
County  Certihcate,  which  (lemands  a high  standard  of 
performance,  was  awarded  to  seven  boys  and  four  girls,  an 
increase  of  seven  on  the  j)i’evious  year’s  total. 


Dancing. 

Dancing  has  its  own  contribution  to  make  to  physical 
education  in  the  teachiiio’  of  balance,  control  and  rhythmic 
action,  and  many  scdiools  give  it  special  attention.  Esually. 
Eolk  and  National  dances  are  taught  in  our  scliools,  and  the 
benefits  ih'rived  ^^ere  evident  at  the  Scluads’  Eolk  Dance 
Eestival  litdd  at  Tranb\  House,  Hessle,  when  schools 
participated. 


Evening  Classes. 

W here  indoor  tacilities  w'ere  available,  physical  educa- 
tion classes  continued  in  Physical  Training,  Keep  Fit, 
Modern  and  Folk'  Dancing.  Youth  (dubs  attached  to  evening 
institutes  have  extemh'd  the  scope  ot  their  physical  education 
by  entering*  teams  in  inte]'-(dub  niat(dies  and  district  rallies 
in  netball,  footbull  and  ciuddNct.  The  County  Youth  Athletics 
P’estival  was  ludd  in  Peverley  and  organisations  took  part.
